the V ersailles treaty fight.

WATER PROGRAM PUTS COUNTY 
IN FAVORABLE POSITION WITH 
REGARD TO FUTURE -B A IL E Y 


In Southern California the community that looks farthest 
ahead in respect to its water supply will be the leading city 
of the future. Efforts to secure water in the future will become 
more intense and Orange county, with its program for conser­ 
vation of Santa Ana river water being mapped out, is in a 
particularly advantageous position. 
Paul Bailey, flood control engineer for this county, sum­ 
marized the situation in this manner at the conclusion of an 
address, yesterday noon, before the Knights of the Round 
Table, at St. Ann’s Inn. 
Th© econom ic advantage o f Or-f*- 
ango county'# position becam e ev i­ 
dent w hen Bailey pointed o u t th a t 
in the low er S anta Ana canyon It 
will be possible to build a re se r­ 
voir a t a cost of $58 per acre foot 
of w ater impounded, w hile In the 
upper sections it will cost $400 per 
acre foot to gain the sam e end. 
The 
p r o g r a m , 
as 
ten tativ ely 
m apped out, would provide for a 
180,000-acre foot reservoir in O r­ 
ange county. 
Owing to th e fact 
th a t the w ater would be allowed 
to 
percolate 
to the underground 
basin a s it flowed from the re se r­ 
voir and would not be stored on 
the surface, it would be possible 
to 
conserve 97 per cent of the 
flood w aters through th e elim ina­ 
tion of surface evaporation, Bailey 
stated. 
T he S outhern C alifornia program 
for flood control and conservation 
in no w ay will conflict w ith the 
boulder dam project, Bailey de­ 
clared. 
In th e fu tu re it will be 
necessary 
for

S an ta B arb ara and San Diego to 
im port three tim es the am ount of 
w ater th a t can be supplied locally 
in order to develop the available 
land, he said.
